Washington, Nov. 20.—In 
open- 


Ing the first session of the joint con- 
gressional committee to investigate 
railroad 
problems 
today, 
Senator 


Francis G-. Newlands, of Nevada, the 
chairman, explained that the inquiry 
Would cover a wide field. He said: 


"It will relate to every phase of 


the transportation question, the rail 
carrierSj the river carriers and the 
ocean carriers and the perfection 'of 
a harmonious system of transporta- 
tion embracing rail; river and ocean 
farriers that will meet the demands 
of interstate as well as foreign com- 
merce and it will also be applied to 
the telegraph and telephone 
lines, 


express companies' and other public 
utilities. 


"It will embrace not only the sub- 


ject of government control and reg 
ulation of these facilities, but also 
the wisdom and the 
feasibility of 


government ownership and control as 
compared with government owershiii 
and operation." 


'Referring to Government owner- 


ship Senator Newlands said: 


"It is a question that 
must be 


laced. 
Other nations far advanced 


in civilization have adopted the sys- 
tem. 
Recently, under the stress of 


war, almost all European 
govern- 


ments have taken over the railways. 
Whether that will be a 
permanent 


taking over or only a temporary one. 
it demonstrates that in conditions of 
great crisis whe autocratic 
powers 


must be .given -to the government, all 
intelligent governments drift toward 
absolute ad complete operation 
of 


the roads as the only solution of the 
question. 


"If we pursue the exercise and the 


study of government regulation wise- 
ly, persistently and energetically, we 
may create such a system of regula- 
tion as will meet every requirement. 
both in time and peace and of war. 
and in exisgency of crisis. But 
it 


seems to be a wise thing for the gov- 
ernment of the United States to as- 
certai now the history of he coun- 
tries that have adopted government 
ownership and operation of railways. 
and to watch the experiences of the 
European countries in this great war 
in this regard. 


"In this connection will come the 


question of the method of taking 
over the railroads. 
Shall it be ac- 


complished by an actual ^ aluation of 
the railways and a condemnation of 
them or shall they be taken over by 
the easier methtod of taking over 
the stocks and the bonds at their 
market value thus at one step having 
the national government take the po- 
sition to stockholders and seeuritv 
holder in these great corporations." 


Strikes as a means of settling la- 


bor disputes. Senator Newlands char- 
acterized as "the most barbaric and 
Brutal of processes. 


"The 
question is," he 
said, 


"whether a nation 
pretending 
to 


some degree of civilization, which 
has eliminated the doctrine of force 
from application to controversies be- 
tween man and 
man, 
and which 


furnishes judicial tribunals for the 
settlement of 
those controversies, 


and which is now and has been fo~ 
years endeavoring internationally to 
secure a system under which the na- 
tions of the earth will create similar 
tribunals for the adjustment of in- 
ternational disputes without resort 
to force—whether a civilized nation 
•an be content to perpetuate the ex- 
isting condition of things. 
Hours and wages of employes 


must be considered carefully. Sena- 
ator 
Xewlands 
declared, 
because 


"the burdens which constitute 
the 


operating expenses of these corpora- 
tions are in time transferred to the 
shippers." he added. 
"They cannot long rest upon Jhe 


investor?, for if they rest «non them 
too heavily there will be a decline in 
the security and a consequent diffi- 
culty in securing the money for im- 
provements and extensions and thus 
the public demands themselves will 
not be met." 
Senator Newlands 
outlined 
the 


proposals to reorganize the 
inter- 


state commerce commission and to 
create federal agencies which might 
supplant stale 
authorities in exer- 
cising control over railroad financ- 
ing. He said:

and Library, starting tomorrow, will 
assemble in the Chamber of Com- 
merce rooms at 7:30 this evening 
where the plan of operation will be 
explained ard the territory divided 
among the workers. It is important 
that all of the men 
acting as cap- 


tains and their assistants attend to- 
night's meeting. 


If the Newark City Hospital is to 


continue its activity 
for 
suffering 


humanity it must have 'immediate 
financial support. If the 
Newark 


Public Library is to go on with the 
splendid work it is doing it too must 
have funds with whch to buy books 
and equipment 
necessary 
for 
its 


maintenance. 


The Hospital and 
Library have 


never been and 
never 
will be en- 


tirely -self-sustaining. 
If these in- 


stitutions are to go ahead they must 
be supported by taxation, by endow- 
ment or by occasional appeals to 
the generosity of the public. 
Both 


the Hospital and the Library now 
receive a small sum of money an- 
nually from the city treasury, but 
the amount is far from sufficient to 
meet the requirements. 


At the time tha 
Hospital 
was 


opened the sum of $49,792.12 was 
received from 
public 
subscription 


and it was necessary for the trus- 
tees to borrow $20,000 to complete 
the payment for the new construc- 
tion. This debt has been reduced to 
$17.500, and to carry this debt re- 
qires the annual payment of $1050 
in interest. 


The trustees of the Hospital con- 


fronted by the mortgage debt and 
the lack of 
funds 
with 
whhjh to 


meet the interest payments decided 
upon a campaign to start tomorrow 
and working with the board of man- 
agers, they have named a commit- 
tee of 200 men and women to carry 
on the work The men will hegin 
canvassing the business section of 
the city Tuesday and the women the 
residential section November 27. 


Nobody is asked to give a large 


body who can not afford it is to be 
asked to contribute anything. The 
plan is to ask the consumers of nat- 
ural gas to give one-half of their in- 
terest in the escrow fund. 
Out of 


the sum obtained the hospital debt 
is to be paid and 
the 
remaining 


money is to be divided equally be- 
tween the Hospital and the Library. 


There is 
always 
opposition to 


every plan to raise money and this 
one is not an exception to the rule. 
•First, there are those who for one 
reason or another are opposed to 
.either the Hospital or the Library. 
Second, there 
is a belief in 
the 


minds of some that it is an effort to 
"hold up" the gas consumers and- 
make 
them 
give 
whether or not 


they desire to do 
so. The 
report 


that the consumers as a whole will 
be bound by the action of the major- 
ity is not true. 
If 99 out of every 


100 agreed to give half of his inter- 
est in the fund the remaining one 
will still be free to do as he pleases 
with his share. 
Third, 
there 
are 


those who are opposed to charity of 
this sort and believe that the whole 
burden should be borne by taxation.

London, Nov. 20.—The capture of 


Monastir by General Sarrail's army 
in Macedonia is looked upon by en- 
tente military writers as of notable 
political importance but opinions ap 
pear to be divided as to whether it 
will be followed by military devel- 
opments of sweeping character. 


Events of the next day or two are 


expected to show whecher the cap- 
tors of the Macedoiiian capital will 
require a period of. rest before start- 
ing a new advance or whether the 
pursuit of the 
retreating 
German- 


Bulgarian force is to be pressed, de- 
spite adverse weather conditions. In 
some quarters an advance by the en- 
tente forces along the road to Prilep 
is forecast, to be followed by a thrust 
from Prilep toward Negotin, on the 
Vardar, with the object of outflank- 
ing the Bulgarians and opening up 
the frontier passes. 


The situation in Greece apparent- 


ly has reached another of its critical 
stages. 
Following the demand 
by 


the entente for tbe turning over of 
virtually all the arms, artillery and 
munitions of the Greek army, it is 
reported today in a news agency dis- 
patch from Athens that the minis- 
ters of the central powers have been 
ordered by the entente authoritie: 
to leave Greece by Wednesday. 


After having been for months men 


without a country, the Serbians are 
again to establish their capital 
on 


native soil. 
Monastir, in southern 


Serbia, for which the entente forces 
have been struggling since the ad- 
vance from their base at Saloniki be- 
gan, has been evacuated by the Ger- 
man and Bulgarian forces and occu- 
pied by the French and a considera- 
ble number ofSe'rbs. 


The French and Serbians having 


captured the crest of hills partly sur- 
rounding the valley town, the Ger- 
mans found their position untenable 
and withdiew, according to Berlin, to 
a new position to the north of Mon- 
astir. 
Unofficial advices from Sal- 


oniki say that a temporary capital 
of Serbia will be immediately estab- 
lished at Monastir. With the reoccu- 
pation of Monastir the railway line 
from the entente allied base at Sa- 
loniki now is in entente hands. 


The victory of General 
Sarrail's 


armies on the western end of 
the 


Macedonian front 
which 
resulted 


yesterday in the capture of Monastir, 
is being vigorously followed up. 


The 
German-Bulgarian 
forces 


which evacuated the city as the re- 
sult of 
the 
successful 
flanking 


movement by 
the 
French 
and 


Serbians, are still in 
full 
retreat, 


Paris reports today, and are being 
relentlessl} pursued. 
Already sev- 


eral towns north of Monastir 
have 


been taken by entente troops push- 
ing out from the city and Avar sup- 
plies captured. 


Press dispatches depict Monastir 


as virtually destroyed by fire 
and 


explosions and deserted by the pop- 
ulation and describe the retreat of 
its defenders as a 
rout. 
Berlin 


however, declares the new positions 
chosen north of Monastir were oc- 
cupied without entente pressure be- 
ing felt and adds that fresh German 
forces have arrived on the scene. It 
asserts further 
that 
Serbian 
at- 


tempts to advance along the Moglen- 
Sca front cast of the Monastir region 
were defeated.

GOVERNMENT LOANS 


FOR HOME BUILDERS 


URGED BY A. F. OF L.

Baltimore, Md., Nov. 
20.—Con- 


gress will be urged to pass legisla- 
tion whereby money on deposit in 
the postal savings 
bank 
may be 


loaned to municipalities for the pur- 
pose of building model homes for its 
citizens, in accordance with a resolu- 
tion unanimously adopted 
by 
the 


American Federation of Labor con- 
vention today. 
An alternative sug- 


gestion, contained in the resolution, 
is that the government shall estab- 
lish such a system of credits that the 
people may borrow money for 
a 


long term of years, at a low rate of 
interest, to build their own homes. 


"We believe it is an easy matter 


for the government to 
take 
such 


steps to relieve the working people 
in the industrial centers of the un- 
sanitary homes that are now unfit for 
habitation." the resolution says. 


The action of the Chicago board 


of education in dropping 38 teachers

"Not infrequently it occurs that 


people who think of this matter fail 
utterly to differentiate between the 
moral or ten commandment law and 
the ceremonial law of Moses. Con- 
sequently when reading certain state- 
ments m the new testament which 
relate to the abolition of the typical 
and ceremonial system of law, they 
interpret them to mean that the ten 
commandments'Tiave been abolished, 
thus setting aside the Sabbath1 of tht, 
Lord whicH is 
enshrined 
in 
the 


bosom of the decalogue, and thus re- 
lieving Christians of today from the 
duty of obeying the command, 'Re- 
member the Sabbath, day to keep it 
holy. . . . The seventh day is the 
Sabbath of the Lord thy^God' Noth- 
ing could be farther from the truth 
as revealed in the writings of the 
bible itself, as I am prepared to show 


"The scripture record shows that 


the ten commandments were writ- 
ten by God himself with his own fin- 
ger on tables of stone and 
were 


placed by Moses m the ark of the 
covenant underneath the mercy seat 
and directly beneath God's glorious 
presence which served as his tem- 
porary throne in the camp of Israel 
But the ceremonial and judicial law 
was written by the hand of Moses in 
a book and placed in a receptacle in 
the side of the ark as a temporary 
arrangement. 


"When the Lord gave detailed di- 


rection to Moses concerning the erec- 
tion of the sanctuary service, which 
was wholly typical and shadfrwy of 
that which'is in heaven, he told him 
where he should put the two tables 
Of the divine law. His words were, 
'And thou shalt put into the ark the 
testimony which I shall give thee, 
and thou shalt make a mercy seat of 
pure gold. . . . and thou shalt put 
the mercy seat above the ark, and in 
the ark thou shalt put the testimony 
that I shall give thee.' That Moses 
complied specifically with these di- 
rections is evident from the words- 
'And he took and put the testimony 
into the ark, and put the mercy seat 
above upon, the ark.' 


"But concerning the ceremonial 


law there "is a different record in- 
deed. Let us again look at the rec- 
ord. 
'And it came to pass 
when 


Moses had made an end of writing 
the words of this law m a book, un- 
til they were finished, that Moses 
commanded the Levites which bare 
the ark of the covenant of the Lord, 
saying, take this book of the law and 
put it in the side of the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord your God, that 
it may be there for a witness against 
you.' This law, which embraced all 
the ceremonies, feasts, meats, drinks, 
new moons, typical sabbaths, etc., 
was added because of the unbelief of 
the people and, unlike the moral law, 
contained no efficacy 
or 
perma- 


nency. This was the law which the 
Lord, through the prophet Ezekiel, 
designated as 'statutes that were not 
good and judgments whereby they

should not live." 


"A glance at the ten command- 


ment law, of which the Sabbath in- 
stitution is a part, in the light of 
inspired comment, shows the endur- 
ing and immutable character of that 
spiritual code. John says that 'sin 
is the transgression of the law.' Paul 
says, 'I had not know sin except the 
law had said, thou shalt not covet.' 
Jamesb oldly asserts that one com- 
mandment is as binding as another 
and that the entire ten either stand 
or fall together. He says, 'For who- 
soever shall keep the whole law and 
yet offend in one point, he is guilty 
of all. For (that law, margin) 
which said, do not commit adultery, 
said also, do not kill.' Now if thou 
commit no adultery, yet if thou kill, 
thou art become a transgressor of the 
law. So speak ye and so do as they 
that shall be judged by the law of 
liberty.' 


"The claim is 
sometimes ad- 
vanced, based on a statement of Paul 
in Rom. 6:14, 'ye are not under the 
law, but under grace,' that the ex- 
pression 'under the law' means lit- 
erally that Christians are not under 
obligations to keep the ten command- 
ments. To us this verse teaches that 
to be 'under the law' is to be under 
the curse or condemnation of the 
law, because of having transgressed 
its just claims. 


"Some hold to the idea that be- 


cause Christ and the disciples pluck- 
ed the corn, or more literally rubbed 
the wheat in their hands and blew 
cut the chaff before eating it, on 
ihe Sabbath day, therefore, as the 
Jews charged him. he was guilty of 
breaking the Sabbath. What an ab- 
surd position is this to the one who 
understands fully the nature of the 
controversy between Christ and the 
Pharisees touching the Sabbath in- 
stitution. 
Be it ever remembered 


that the basis of the controversy was 
not as to which day of the week is 
th» Sabbath, but how shall the Sab- 
bath be observed? In the long cen- 
turies of their apostasy from God 
preceding the first advent of Christ 
the Jews had heaped many thou- 
sands of senseless traditions upon 
the law of God and particularly up- 
on the Sabbath institution. 
Accord- 


ingly at the time of Christ, no one 
was permitted to kill an insect on the 
Sabbath, for that would be a form of 
hunting. No one was permitted to 
wear sboes containing more than a 
oerlain number of nails, for that 
would be- carrying a burden, etc.

"From this it is clear that Christ, 


•in plucking the corn was not break- 
ing the Sabbath, but was transgress- 
ing their traditions which had made 
the otherwise wholesome and beau- 
tiful Sabbath institution a burden 
and dishonor. 
He gave to men the 


only correct interpretation of true 
Sabbath keeping, i. e., 'doing well on 
the Sababth day.' 


"Which is the seventh day? This 


is a question often asked. 'Granting 
that the seventh day is the Sabbath,' 
some may say, 'how shall we know 
certainly which is the identical sev- 
enth day at the present time?' Our 
answer is that first, all calendars 
of the world at present. Gregorian, 
Julian, Chinese, Jewish, etc., agree 
that Sunday Is the first day of the 
week. Therefore the day which im- 
mediately precedes Sunday is the 
seventh day. Second, the civil stat- 
utes of all states where Sunday laws 
are in force designate the day as 'the 
first day of the week, commonly 
called Sunday.' Third, the ostensi- 
ble reason given by many Christian 
people for olwrving Sunday 5s that 
the first dav of the week commem- 
orates the resurrection 
of Christ, 


This, together with the fact that tlio 
bible says thai Christ arose from Ihe 
dead on Ihe first day of the week, 
(see Mark !<; '<) is another proof 
that the day which all knew to foe 
Sunday is truly ihe first day of the 
week.

that the receipts would be $50 and 
Bowser's share $15. 
The local man 


refused to go on for this amount, 
because he knew Gable to be a touch 
man. 


'Gable only a short time ago stayed 


three hours to a draw with

Schober, which was all the evidence 
needed to convince Paul that $15 
was not enough money to meet a 
E.an of this class. 
Scott told 
tha 


crowd of Bowser's refusal and said 
that Gable was at the theatre and 
ready to go on the mat for any sum.
